I find Mr, Rogers ution 
a rapid sketch of the history of the manufacture, and also a clear statement of oe 
tionale of the process, which I can find in no other work on the subject, He then ne 
that, shortly before, he had heard ofa plan of a kiln in use on the Continent, whieh 
new to him, and led him to some reflection as to the principles on which jt acted « wes 
then he goes on to state that he had applied this plan successfully in practice, ang it 
then used at some of the large Welsh iron-works: he does not set up the least clan 
to the form of the kiln being his invention.

He first starts by informing us that the system has been long in general use on the Ci. 
tinent, and has generally given satisfaction; and then he confesses he does not know 
some great improvement has not been made in this by Mr. Rogers, and asks for the ex. 
planation. This mode of reasoning would seem to proceed from some one either ingy. 

Jud is p d first, and the evidence o 
which this should be based is asked for afterwards : let this pass. The article on “ Mineral 
Charcoal” was discussed at the meetings of the South Wales Institute of Engineer in 
January and April last. This society counts amongst its members the men who iret 
the manufacture of more than one-haifof the wrought-iron made in Great Britain. Per. 
haps no body of practical iron-makers, having so extensive experience, have ever been 
associated together before, and it is not probable much of importance had been done iq 
this subject that some of the members would not know of. Mr. Rogers was there aske 
as to the former use of “ soft coke” and “ breeze,” being nearly the same as “ minery| 
charcoal.” He explained the difference in the mode of manufacture, and the mechanicai 
structure, Most present knew as well as himself that “soft coke” and “ breeze” ha 
been long known, and were largely used for smiths’ purposes and welding gas tubes, ke 
as well as mixed with wood charcoal in the finery ; but the effect and properties of the 
“mineral charcoal,” as well as the appearance of it, were very different from these, 

Since these meetings, I have referred to every work in my reach on the subject, and 
can find no account of the manufacture of this fuel. In the last edition of Kuapp’s 
Technology, the subject of coking seems to be given with great care and research. The 
only instance I can find here in which coal is treated in thin layers is in vol. I + pp. 18 
and 119: this is done because the dust of the coal, as explained at page 126, prevents the 
access of air to support combustion, if worked ina deep layer. At first it was tried wp 
stamp the moist coal dust into wooden boxes, to make it compact befure charging: the 
expense was too great, and it is now done as well as can be by hand on the floor of the 
oven. Most elaborate and minute directions are given to manipulate this thin layer of 
8 or 10 in., 80 a8 to produce the columnar structure of coke, and make it dense and hard 
in fuct, every treatise on the subject insists upon the necessity of hardness and demity. 
This is, again, exactly the reverse of Mr. Rogers’s plan for the manufacture of “ mineral 
charcoal ;” he describes and insists upon the necessity of porosity and lightness 

This mineral charcoal was exhibited at the Great Exhibition in 1851, as alsotin plates 
made by it, and, I am informed, attracted considerable attention from the jury. This 
jury was composed of the most distinguished men in that special division of science from 
every country in Europe; none of these professed to have before seen the “ mineral char. 
coal” as then shown, and manufketured for purposes of actual work. Perhaps “( 
despises this jury, and thinks, in the conceit of his mind, he has more experience than 
them all, Now, C.” has placed himself in a plain position: he must give in your ex- 
cellent Journal the names of some of the works on the Continent where this mineral char- 
coal is made, its mode of manufacture, and the result of its practical use in the fineries; 
or he must stand before your readers and the public as a convicted slanderer. Ii bets a 
honest man, he will, when he next makes an attack on private character, give lis tme 
name.— May 5. . - 


DEFECTS OF PADDLE-WHEEL PROPELLERS FOR HIGH 
SPEED. 

Srr,—Having for many years entertained the idea that paddle-wheels 
were a defective contrivance for propelling steam-ships, particularly at high 
speeds, and having a convenience, when living at Norwood about three 
years since, of making some experiments with a small model calculated to 
decide the question within my own mind, I availed myself of the oppor 
tunity of doing so, the result of which was to fully confirm my former im- 
pressions; and as it is by the assistance of paddle-wheels that the Leviathan is to obtaa 


a speed of 18 or 20 miles an hour, it may be interesting to your readers to be enabled © 
form an opinion before hand of what that assistance will amount to, which | have ne 
doubt the particulars of those experiments will assist them to do. 

The model with which the experiments were made was similar in construction to tht 
one described in your Journal of April 17, and was so contrived as to keep a perfectly 
straight course in the trough of water In which it floated, and had an upright standard 
or “ mast,” whose upper end worked between guides, so as to keep it ina perfectly ver- 
tical position, and near the top end of which was a pully over which a line with one end 
wound round the paddle-wheel shaft was passed, so that by applying a weight at the 
other end of the line they could be put in motion; and there was likewise a pulley xed 
“ashore” at the end of the trough, over which a line attached to the vessel could be 
passed, so that by means of a descending weight the actual amount of power necesiry 
for any given speed could be correctly ascertained, and thas enable a correct estimate 
be made of the proportion of power which ean be usefully applied through the medium 
of paddie-wheels. With a view toenable the greatest variation in the propelling powe, 
I provided a number of smal! pieces of sheet lead of the same size and substanee, and 
consequently of similar weight. Thus equipt, I commenced my experiments by first 
applying the power from ashore, by attaching a weight to the fixed pulley. This experi 
ment was repeated a considerable number of thmes, so as to note as correctly a8 possible 
the time occupied in propelling the vessel the length of the trough. Having settled this 
point, [ next applied the power on board the vessel, by attaching a weight to the line 
connected with the shaft of the paddle-wheels, and continued to attach additional weights 
until aspeed corresponding with that obtained by the first experiment was at length al- 
tained, when, by allowing for the difference in the distance fallén by the respectiv 
weights, I found that the power consumed was as nearly as possible four times the 
amount expended in the former experiment. I now again applied the power from ashore, 
and increased the weight until double the former speed was attained, which I found re- 
quired exactly four times the former amount of power, and I likewise found that to double 
the speed when the weight was applied to the paddle-wheels, it also required just four 
times the former weight. These results were obtained with paddle-floats, corresponding 
in proportion with those adopted in actual practice for sea-going vessels; by rengr 
the length of the floats a somewhat more favourable result was secured, and by dlmi- 
nishing their length, and increasing their depth a proportionately less favourable -_ 
was obtained. I likewise made experiments with the screw propeller, but with st! 
fess favourable results. tell 

From the results of these experiments, then, I considered it migbt be fairly a . 
that at best not more than 25 per cent. of the power applied to either the present pad oa 
wheel or screw propellers was usefully available for propelling the vessel ; as to how “ 
remaining 75 per cent. is wasted I will not not now stop to enquire, but may, if time _ 
mits, revert to it on a future occasion, and will now proceed to explain some other oa 
riments, which were instituted with a view to determine whether or not the paddle-w ot 
at high speed was not subject to a loss of power from a source which I believe has . 
hitherto been taken into account—the atmospheric resist tered by the = 
boards, but which, at the very moderate speeds obtainable in the experiments £ = 
referred to, was of course totally inappreciable ; and in order to determine which I cor 
sidered that I should require to secure a speed at least approximating what it jar yee 
be imagined can be easily obtained in practice.

A special general meeting of the proprietors was held at the London Tavern, Bishops- 
gate, on Tuesday, Mr. R. A. RipDELL in the chair. 

Mr. Roop (the secretary) read the notice convening the meeting. 

The CHarRMAN said it would be remembered that at the last meeting resolutions were 


passed for raising 2000/., and in the event of that amount not being subscribed by May 3, 
all such subscriptions as had been paid should be returned, and the directors were autho- 
rised and empowered to sell and dispose of the mines and property of the company in 
Virginia by public auction or private contract, for such a sum as they could procure for 
the same. The secretary had put into his (the Chairman’s) hand a list of the subscrip- 
tions, which only amounted to 546/. 15s. ; consequently, they had no alternative but to 
confirm the resolution authorising the sale of the property, and for that purpose a reso- 
lution had been drawn up. He (the Chairman) then read a resolution to the following 
effect. —“ That as the subscriptions of the preference shareholders and others, in pursuance 
of the resolutions of the special general meeting on April 20 last, have not amounted to 
the sum of 2000/., but only to the sum of 5467. 15s., it is necessary that the resolution of 
the special general meeting, authorising the sale and disposal of the mines and property 
of the company in Virginia, should be confirmed, and the property disposed of, and to 
divide the proceeds of such sale, after payment of all debts, costs, charges, and expenses, 
pro rata among the holders of the preference shares of the company to the full amouut of 
their shares, and any residue among the holders of the ordinary shares, provided that such 
preference and ordinary shares respectively shall have been sent in for registration on or 
before June 1 next, on which day the register will be closed.” He (the Chairman) said 
the resolution was, in point of fact, nothing more than the one passed at the last meeting ;

DIRECTORS’ REPORT. 

On calling together the first general meeting of the Great Barrier Company, it becomes 
the duty of your directors to report the steps which have been taken to promote the ob- 

ects of the undertaking, and to lay before you a statement of the condition and pros- 
pects of the company. 

Since the prospectus was issued, monetary and commercial affairs have been in a very 
depressed state, and it is a matter of notoriety that capital could not, without difficulty, 
be raised for any undertaking, however sound. 

It did not, therefore, cause surprise to your directors that some of the original sup- 
porters, on whose co-operation they had calculated, withdrew from the undertaking; but 
notwithstanding these unfavourable circumstanees, three-fourths of the shares have 
been taken and paid upon, as will be seen by the accounts herewith submitted to the 
shareholders. 

In the meantime, your solicitors have investigated the title, and deeds of conveyance 
consequent thereon have been executed. But inasmnch as it was deemed necessary by 
your solicitors to refer certain matters to the colony for verification, your directors agreed 
with the vendors to pay a portion only of the first instalment of the purchase money 
until the receipt of the report from the colony, and have taken security fur repayment, 
in case they should ultimately decline to complete the purchase. 

It will be in the recollection of the shareholders, that the copper mine on the Great 
Barrier estate had been let one year, from April 3, 1856, to Captains Ninnis and Rowe, 
upen a royalty of one-third of the ore raised, and that the benefit of this contract was 
to be transferred to the company.

Mr. MaRSHaLL seconded the motion. 
Mr. Grise.e asked in what position the company would be left in the event of their 
but completing the purchase of the estate? 
The CHatkMan replied that every step had been taken to secure the interests of the 
shareholders, in such an event occurring.

Mr. Hall is a 
Member of the Legislative Council of South Australia; he has long been a director of the 
Burra Burra Mine, and has also, in conjunction with Mr. Elder, for many years owned a 
royalty of 1-45th in the Bon Accord property. He has thus a greater interest in pro- 
moting, the success of our operations than any other personin the colony. Mr. Seott isa 
Member of ohe Legislative Council, and an influential merchant in Adelaide. Mr. Taylor 
is a partner in the well-known firm of Elder, Stirling, and Co., merchants there.

In consequence of instructions from the board, the committee at Adelaide have put 
themselves in communication with Messrs. Jeffrey and Killicoat, the parties who proposed 
to lease the property from the Scottish Australian Investinent and North British Austra- 
lasian Companies, prior to this company becoming the purchasers of it, and who offered 
last year to point out where the ore would be found for a premium of 1000/., and 6d. in 
1/. on the ore raised for ten years. Your directors expect to hear by an early mail that 
satisfactory arrangements have been concluded with these experienced miners for the 
opening of the mine. 

The further intelligence which has yet reached the board may be condensed from Mr. 
Hall's correspondence as follows :—Mr. Hall has intimated his resolution to resign his 
seat at the board of the Burra Burra Company, in order that he may feel himself the more 
perfectly free to do his utmost to promote the interests of this company.

The quality is extraordinarily fine, and 
takes a splendid polish. When Her Majesty was at Place House, the seat of Mr. Treffry, 
this stone, of which many of the decorations therein are made, attracted her attention, 
and she expressed a wish to obtain some of it ; some fine blocks were accordingly pro- 
cured and forwarded. We, therefore, wonder attention has not heey more directed to this 
place. The only practical use to which it is now applied is constructing hedes and making 
roads. It will scarcely be credited that af the present moment there are blocks of jasper 
at the roadside for macadamising the Queen's highway which are fit to adorn her palace. 
Could this not be made a source of profit? The stone is infinitely more beautiful, and 
susceptible of far higher polish, than any marbles or serpentines of our country. Should 
this notice attract the attention of any persons desirous of investigating the matter, or of 
obtaining specimens for trial, we shall be happy to give them every facility for obtaining 
them, and to point out the locality if preferred. The ground may be obtained for quar- 
rying purposes, and the supply is unlimited. We hope our efforts may be successful in 
doing so, a8 we feel assured it only needs better knowing to be better appreciated. 

Bienpe Ore, which a few years since was entirely unsaleable, is now 
again attracting considerable attention. A ™ine in the north of Cornwall is about to be 
worked entirely for this mineral. Another mine, which for many years has been wrought 
for lead, and in which large quantities of blende were found, is also about to be resumed, 
the jack being sufficient to pay working expenses, and the probabilities of lead beneath 
being great. We shall watch the progress of these mines with interest, and report thereon 
from time to time. 


Sourn Caravon Mixe.—We believe it is not generally known that the 
original discovery of this mine is due to the labours of the silent little miner—the mole. 
Such, however, is the fact. At the period we refer to manganese ore was much in re- 
quest. Much of it was found in this neighbourhood almost at surface. An observant 
mine captain detected some grains of this mineral in many of the mole hills scattered 
over this then bleak, worthless common, This induced a search, which examination re- 
sulted in the discovery of a vein of some kind of black substance in the river or brook di- 
viding the West Caradon from the South Caradon Mines; further prosecution on the 
course of this vein proved copper to exist therein. It was, however, abandoned by more 
than one company as worthless. After they had spent considerable sums, and the affair 
was about to be wound-up, this great discovery was made, to the great surprise of the 
proprietor of the land, who had always been incredulous as to the existence of mineral on 
his property. Upwards of half a million of wealth may be fairly said to have been added 
to our national resources by attention to the labours of the little miners. How necessary 
it is for miners to be of attentive habits, and what great results spring from observation. 


Densicu Copper anp Leap Mining Company.—A company is about 
to be formed for the purpose of working the copper and lead lodes situated at Lianymech, 
near Osweatry, formerly the property of the Carreg-hova Mining Company, which met 
with so disastrous a termination abont two years since. From accounts published, it 
appears that when the mine was worked by Mr. Needham, the profits on the sales of 
ores for six months was 322/.

The 
Stopes in back of Bastard’s level are as for some time past, producing from 8 to 10 tons of 
ore per fm. At the Midway level east, the north lode is 3 ft. wide, looking very pro- 
mising.—-Middle Level: In the 10, west of Robin's winze, the lode is worth 3 tons of ore 
per fm.—-William and Mary: The lode in the adit level west is 3 ft. wide, and producing 
good stones of ore, with good prospects of improvement.

The surface workings, for a considerable distance east and west on the hacks or outcrop, 
plainly indicate the existence of two strong and masterly lodes not very distant from each 
other, the southern one of which only has as yet been further explored to any extent by 
more recent operations, by means of an engine-shaft sunk, and the adit, 5, 10, and 20 fm. 
levels driven to various distances therefrom, either on the course of the lode, or, for greater 
expedition and economy, by its side, where the granite is more easy to work. From the 
timbers having given way, and the ground come together, I could not see much above 
the 10 fm, level, but I am told the adit is driven over 200 fathoms cast to west, and that 
stopings in the back have from time to time yielded a good deal of tin ore, particularly 
at a point 40 fms. west of the engine-shaft, and again near the cross-course, 140 fms. east 
of it. The 5 fim. level also, which is extended a little each way, has produoed tin to the 
west up to the adit. In the 10 fm. level east, at about 44 fms. from shaft, is a sink some 
5 to 6 ft. deep, on a large and strong lode, yielding tin ore for some width, but more par- 
ticularly a rich branch or leader of 4 in., a stone from which I subjected to the usual 
test, and found the produce fully three-fifths tin ore, worth 70/. per ton, and ihe other 
general work from here is very good indeed. Beyond this point is a cross-course, which 
heaves the lode north, and from the sink to the end, about 30 fms., the lode is but little 
seen, the level having been driven on the south side of it, in order, I was told, the sooner 
and more cheaply to reach the run of tinny ground said to exist in the bottom of the adit 
level near the eastern cross-course, 80 I suppose this portion of the lode is not very pro- 
ductive ; this level is driven west only about 5 fms., and not yet into the run of tinny 
ground. The 20 fm. level is extended east about 37 fms., and at about 3 fms. from be- 
hind the end the lode is cut into, and found to be 18 to 24 in. wide, in a measure cor- 
responding with the sink above from the 10, as it here also yields good quality work for 
tin ore, in a leader 8 to 9 in. wide, altogether excellent work. At about 16 to 20 fms. 
east of the shaft, in the bottom of this level, there is also a run of tin ground partly stoped, 
and not cleared up, so that I could not define its size and produce, excepting from a few 
stones broken from the side of the level, which I found to be above the general average 
of tinstuff sent to the stamps, holding as much as 1-12th black tin. Between this and 
the end there is a back, where the lode is not so good; however, it is working on tribute 
by three men, at 12s. in 1/., to return their own ore, stamps free, at which price they ex- 
pect to get fair wages. It may be asked how, with such prospects, the workings were 
not continued ? to which it is replied that a dispute between the Duchy and Sir J. Y, 
Buller about title and the limits of their respective lands, interfered with the then lessees, 
and stopped the work. As soon, however, as their rights were settled new leases were 
applied for and obtained. My opinion is decidedly in favour of a spirited working, be- 
lieving it to be a good adventure, if properly carried out, towards which a good deal of 
useful work is done in sinking shafts, driving levels, cutting water-courses, building ac- 
count and store-houses, and the erection of a 40-ft. wheel for pumping, stamping, &c, 
The lode yields an abundance of water, therefore a more powerful wheel must be sup- 
plied for deeper exploration, which I should advise to be erected as far down the valley 
as may be considered expedient, to take advantage of both tributary springs as well as 
the adit water, reserving the present wheel for stamping and drawing the stuff from 
underground. By this you will also have the intermediate fall between the two for ad- 
ditional stamping-wheels. The engine-shaft also must be remoddied below the 10 fm, 
level, and at least two lifts more sunk, levels driven, &c.; to do which, and supply the 
machinery and other appliances, a capital of 4000/., well laid out, will be sufficient to 
render this a good field for mining enterprise, such as I should not fear to reccommend. 

W. H. Reynolds, March 29: This sett, which is very extensive, and traversed by 
& great number of lodes, is situated near the southern extremity of the great granite range 
of Dartmoor, and about a mile from its junction with the clay-slate. An adit haa been 
taken up from the valley, and driven eastward into the hill from 150 to 200 fms. on the 
course of the lode, the direction of which is from 2° to 3° south of east. This adit has 
about 15 fms. of backs, and a good deal of ground has in places been worked away for tin. 
An engine-shaft has been sunk at the foot of the hill to the depth of 20 fms, below adit, 
and level extended on the lode at the depth of 5,10, and 20 fms.

W. Bailey) ; after which the usual loyal and local toasts were given, and responded to ; 
scientific mining subjects discussed with an interest and ability not often met with even 
in the arena ofa lecture-room ; some of the subjects being the decomposition or solidifi- 
cation of growan and granite ; the formation of metallic veins by Fox, Crosse, and others, 
as relating to natural lodes.

ironmasters and manufacturers would be glad to avail themselves, so that 
there can be no difficulty in introducing an invention whereby an actual 
profit will be made upon every ton of coal consumed, and the steam pro- 
duced without cost into the bargain. An endeavour is now being made 
to introduce an improved breeze-oven to the notice of ironmasters, and it 
is anticipated that the use of this oven to heat the blast would effect a great 
saving both in time and money. The inventor, Mr. J. Davis, of Birming- 
ham, has proved himself to be a good machinist, and removed all doubt 
as to the efficacy of his apparatus. He is himself using one of his ovens 
to heat two boilers, having the dimensions of 10 ft. by 4 ft. 6 in. and 16 ft. by 
3 ft. respectively, and which work a 20-horse direct-action engine and a 
10-horse condensing engine. The dimensions of this oven are—Length, 
7 ft.; width, 4 ft. 6 in.; depth, 4 ft. 6 in.; and he consumes daily 2} tons 
of coal, which he obtains, it having first passed a screen of 1} in. mesh, at 
{s. per ton. From these 2} tons he obtains, by passing it over a screen of 
\ in. mesh, 16 ewts. of fine slack, which he uses on the bars under the 
boiler in the ordinary way, and the 29 ewts. of larger coal he uses in the 
oven, This during the day becomes converted into 65 bushels of breeze. 
which sells at 3d. per bushel = 16s, 34., and deducting the cost of the 
2} tons at 4s. 9s., it will be seen that he obtains his whole power for 
nothing, and realises a profit of 7s. 3d. by the process. Mr. Davis has 
erected an oven for the parish authorities at the Birmingham Workhouse, 
and equally satisfactory results have been obtained. ‘This oven has been 
in work but a few weeks, yet it is confidently declared that it makes a clear 
average profit of 8s. per day, and during the time it has been at work up- 
wards of 40/7. worth of breeze has been disposed of. The apparatus ef- 
fectually prevents smoke, and its application would remove a great nuisance 
now resulting from coke hearths, in connection with pig-iron manufacture, 
besides making a superior article in breeze for smiths’ use to anything be- 
fore obtained by any other process, being quite free from sulphur.

Victorta Iron anp Cement Works Company.—As Mr. Hopkins is anxious to know 
how these works have been destroyed, and as I visited them the day after the oceur- 
rence, I beg te say the catastrophe was not caused by any unusual natural phenomenon, 
as the stratification has not been in the least disturbed, but simply from the clay and 
soil which rested upon the alum rock and upper lias sliding down a little further to- 
wards the sea, causing the engine-house to fall, and the two furnaces (which, unfor- 
tunately, were erected upon these loose materials) to heel towards the cliff behind, in 
which inclined position they are at present remaining. Mr. Hopkins says that the 
total thickness of the ironstone seams is 18 ft., but at these works the total is not more 
than 10 ft. thick ; and I beg here to give their correct dimensions :—Dogger, or upper 
band, 14g ft.; pecten, 444 ft.; and avicula, 4 ft.; with the shale, however, interven- 
ing they are a little more. At Seymour and Co., and Palmer and Co.’s ironworks, a 
mile further on the beach, the dogger hand is about 5 ft. thick; but at these works it 
thins out to not more than 18 in.—Henry Hargison: Whitby. 

PaTest Processes.—I perfectly agree with several of your correspondents on this sub- 
ject, that there are many new inventions which are plagiarised from old sources. This 
in many instances leads to the endless litigation which is constantly occurring wherever 
patent rights are involved. In many instances the agents do not know the law, and 
are totally unconscious whether an invention brought to them has been patented or 
not; many of these gentlemen cry out for a reforin in the existing regulations, but I 
believe any radical change should take place among themselves, there being great roon: 
for improvement.—ENGINEER.

San FERNANDO MINING ComPaNY.—I should be glad of any information as to what this 
company is now doing. Befure it was formed, Prof. Ansted stated that certain lodes 
had been discovered ; a large capital (some 400,000/.) was asked for, three-fourths of 
which were to be given to the promoters ; and nothing more was heard of the company 
until you reported a meeting, at which it was proposed to subscribe another 20,000/. 
to seek for lodes in depth. This must be a reguiar Californian mine, and I hope it wil! 
meet with more than ordinary Californian success, Capitalists should, however, re- 
member that to pay a dividend of 3 per cent. on the capita! the San Fernando must 
make a profit equal to four times that yielded by the Devon Great Consols. Would it 
not be better to encourage European mining, than risk money where the profits muat 
be so immense to yield even 3 per cent., and especially as the lodes have yet to be 
found ?—CORNUBIENSIS. 

Mpcst CarBon Mininc ComPany.—Last year a committee of investigation was appointed, 
and a favourable account of the property was given by Mr. Francis Passingham, who 
was deputed to visit it. At the meeting in November, when that gentleman was not 
present, several exceptions were taken to his report—in fact, many of his statement« 
were denied. I know not whether any further proceedings have been taken, but if we 
are unable to carry on the property I think the fairest course to the shareholders would 
be at once to wind-up, and really ascertain what are our liabilities. If the plant is of 
such value as has heen stated, or even anything like an approximation, it must realise 
something worth division to the proprietary.—S. T. 

Grovoct.—A foreign correspondent in the Geologist, in his observations on Hopkins’s Geo- 
logy and Magnetism (translated into French by Miss Taylor), remarks—* The author's 
hypothesis is extremely curions; buat the most surprising part is that in which it is 
affirmed that the solid parts of the earth's surface are perpstually, though slowly, 
moving from the south to the north, this being represented as affording the only solu- 
tion to certain obscure problems which have long puzzled geologists and astronomers.” 
“Where will imagination carry us—or, rather, future generations—when they find 
themselves al! safely lodged at the North Pole?’ It may be added that the organic re- 
mains now foand entomed in the Arctic regions, were they restored to life, would be 
astonished at the surrounding scene, which doubtless they would find very different in 
aspect to what they saw when they flourished underatropical sun. The remains of the 
mollusca, on the top of the Alps, would be surprised to find themselves so much higher 
than the elements where they formerly existed. Miss Catherine Taylor has done good 
service to geology in bringing these subjecta to the notice of the continental sarans, 
where the semi-ajueous crystalline and the polar theory is gaining ground, and the ig- 
neous getting out of fashion.—A STUDENT.

PRESENT STATE OF MininG.—I felt great pleasure in perusing Mr. J. A. Phillips's valu- 
able paper on the “ Progress and Present State of British Mining,” in your last week's 
Journal. I alse note that an animated discussion took place after it was read fo the 
Society of Arts, and agree with Mr. Smith and Mr Varley, that the larger the borer 
hole at the extremity the more certain it is of accomplishing its work ; and if the ma 
chine alluded to could be brought to act to advantage in enlarging the bottom part of 
borer holes—say, from \4 to 1 inch in diameter—it would undoubtedly effect a saving 
upon mining excavations of more than 20 per cent.; and upon driving, sinking, and 
rising, when the price reaches 5/. per fm. and above, it would effect a saving of 40 per 
cent. ; and also in stopes at 40s. per fm. and above, which would be a great boon to 
mining at large. [ have no hesitation whatever in making this statement, being fully 
persuaded that al! skilful working miners would bear me out, even had I gone further. 
Let the miner be put in a position to bore his hole small on the top (or collar), and en- 
able him to enlarge it in the bottom, and he will not fear to grapple with any descrip- 
tion of rock, however hard and twisty. Now, through the wearing of the bits, the 
hole punched or bored by the ordinary jumper is necessarily smaller at the bottom than 
at the collar, and hence the tediousness of excavating hard lode and strata. Perhaps 
Mr. Smith would have the goodness to inform us where those machines are to be ob- 
tained, and their probable cost. I would, however, remark, in conclusion, for fear of 


being misunderstood, that the bottom of all holes would not require to be enlarged 
= * where bn ky very smal! quantity of powder could not fail to lift the amount of 
rock in range of the hole; but there is no doubt enlargement would be desirable and 
advantageous ig seven cases out of ten.

I can well per- 
ceive the reason why the large firms at Swansea discountcnance any change, as it would 
involve the entire substitution of another plant to that now in use; in fact, it would 
appear that the copper smelters have it all their own way, and if any of these inven- 
tions are to be carried out they must be done in a foreign country, where prejudice does 
not exist, and fair play would be given to the inventors and their several processes. —

We have before stated in our Journal that the whole question of fuel for 
steam navigation was again rendered an open one. 
ject has taken precisely the course we predicted. The trade associations of 
the North of England, Lancashire, North Wales, and South Wales, all 
claim either the superiority, or at least to be on equal standing with each 
other upon the quality of their steam coals. This subject is one of so great 
importance that it cannot rest until decided; the ultimate decision is, how- 
ever, we believe, far distant. Science proves to us beyond doubt that the 
true calorific powers of the hest coals, in any of these districts, do not 
rary greatly. If in one district the coal contains a large proportion of car- 
bon, in another district the deficiency of carbon is made up in the calorific 
power by a supply of hydrogen. 

The mechanical conditions of the coals of each district are distinct, and 
require different apparatus, so far as we at present know, for their combus- 
tion, so as to produce the greatest economical effect. The theoretic and 
actual value of coal is, by exact science, solved as any mathematical pro- 
blem. The formule given by Dutone for this purpose (although, unfor- 
tunately, his death prevented their entire completion) were adopted by Dr 
La Becne and PLayrarr iu their experiments, and no one has yet been 
able to fairly contradict their general accuracy. Chemical science has now 
clearly laid down the general character of the material to be dealt with. 
It is now the work of the mechanical engineer to take the matter in hand, 
and show us how he can deal with a substance, the value of which he 
knows; but as its physical condition varies, he must adapt his instruments 
to use it rightly, as required. 

Our opinions on this subject are fully confirmed by the proceedings of 
the last fewdays. On Friday, the 30th April, a large deputation from the 
steam coal associations of the North of England and South Wales waited 
upon the Admiralty, to ask for a new, trial of their respective coals. Sir 
J. Pakineton (the First Lord) received them with his usual courtesy, 
and soon the dispute began, not as to the true value of the coals, but as to 
the mode” in which they were to be consumed—the former party insisting 
upon a dockyard experiment, the latter upon a practical trial on board a 
steamer. Sir J. Pakrneton, after partially listening to the discussion, 
quietly recommended them to come to some arrangement as to the mode 
of trial, and then they should have the best attention of the Admiralty. 

Do these sapient deputations really suppose the Admiralty are to find 
out all the mechanical contrivances adapted to consume their several va- 
rieties of coal, and to constitute themselves a board of scientific and mecha- 
nical engineers? It seems to have been already shown that each coal is 
best practically, as it is decomposed by means adapted to its physical struc- 
ture. Let the Government attend to its proper duty, which is simply ad- 
ministrative, and leave science and trade free and uncontrolled to do their 
true work in the progress of humanity. We shall again refer more fully 
to this subject.

On Wednesday evening Mr. CHARLES SANpERSON read a paper before 
the Society of Arts upon * Iron, its Commerce and Application to Staple 
Manufactures,” which received the greatest attention from a large audi- 
ence, amongst whom were some representatives of the largest Welsh iron- 
makers. Our Journal this week contains his paper in ertenso. Mr. 
SANDERSON’s paper embraces the higher views of metallurgy, as regards 
iron and its manufactures, and whilst the theories he laid before the meet- 
ing are new in many respects, and show a deep research into the subject, 
yet there will be, we think, some points which may perhaps admit of in- 
vestigation. Mr. SANDERSON asserts, that “iron increases in strength in 
proportion as the metallic particles are brought nearer to each other.” 
Pure iron has not hitherto been admitted as being the strongest ; but if 
Mr. SANDERSON means to convey the idea that iron freed from the mass 
of impurities with which it is often contaminated, and the metallic parti- 
cles brought together in chemical condition favourable to combine strength 
with malleability, then certainly any improvement which can effect so de- 
sirable an end must indeed be a boon to this great staple manufacture. 

Mr. Sanverson exhibited a coloured diagram of a blast-furnace, to ex- 
plain the descent of the charges, the degrees of heat which they experience 
in the different zones of the furnace, and the deoxidation of the ore and 
subsequent carbonisation of the metal. He then takes up the question of 
the gases which are evolved in the furnace itself, and dwelt at some length 
upon the formation of the cyanide of potassium, and its strong decarbonising 
power—that neither the gas nor the carbonic oxide carbonise metal, but 
that they completely deoxidise the mineral charge, and fully prepare them 
for the reception of carbon. This theory is put forth entirely upon his own 
authority, and must have cost him much labour to ascertain the facts from 
which he draws his conclusions, as he undoubtedly had to test the truth of 
his premises, comparatively unaided by anything previously published. He 
has brought forward a theory which will, no doubt, lead to one of the most 
interesting discussions that has taken place upon this important subject. 

The form of the furnace, he maintains, is dependent upon the rapidity 
of the descent of the charges; thus inferring that strong, rich ores require 
to be retained longer in the furnace under the deoxidising action of the 
gases and carbonising influence of the fuel than easily reduced ores; and 
that a furnace must have an internal form dependent upon the nature of 
the ore to be smelted. He says that pig-iron is full of foreign matter, and 
unfit for subsequently making either good malleable iron or strong cast- 
ings ; but that upon being submitted to his process for refining crude metal, 
the case is altogether changed, and the crude metal can be subjected to this 
process for from 5s. to 6s. per ton. He adds, also, that by his treatment 
the loss is reduced 50 per cent.; as he used but 24 ewts. of pig, instead of 
28 cwts., to produce 1 ton of finished bars. He refers to the necessity of 
making ordnance of the best pig-iron, and of preparing it by a proper re- 
melting before it is used for casting ordnance. 

He next describes his proposition for a new compound of iron and steel, 
and refers to the recent patents he has taken out for hardening and tem- 
pering the steel portions. He proposes to use this metal for rails, because 
they combine great strength with lightness and durability ; pointing out 
the economy of first cost, from their lightness compensating for any extra 
price, and particularising the immense advantagt in freight to India and 
Australia, and the further cost of inland carriage. 

With respect to the new steel-making processes, which have been the 
subject of so much discussion in the Mixinc Journat, he details the more 
prominent ones, and then gives his reasons for supposing that none of them 
will effect economy. He says Bessemer has never made good steel direct 
out of his receptacle in which he blows the metal; nor does he know that 
Mvsuet has made either malleable iron or steel by the same means, with

uired. It is not the mere question as to what course of action will best 
«uit the brokers, but how all classes of persons identified with metals and 
metallic manufacture may have free and regular intercourse, similar to 
other special branches of general commerce. That a Mining Exchange 
should form part, or be connected with, such an institution as that now de- 
sired is imperative ; but dealers alone in the shares of the different mining 
companies, whether as brokers, speculators, or investors, form but a small 
section of those whose occupation and prosperity are more or less contin- 
gent on the general advance, or otherwise, of so important a matter as the 
production and manufacture of metals, The absence of an association 
which would combine all interests has been a great check to progress; and, 
wonderful as have been the strides made by our miners and merchants, 
there is no doubt that even still more extensive development of resources 
and expansion of trade would have been effected, if intercourse had not 
been cramped by the want of ready means of transacting business on the 
one hand, and of ascertaining the true state and prospects of adventures 

ywedon the other. ‘The interests involved form an enormous aggregate 
of invested capital, and it is evident from the numerous letters we receive 
from every section that the present state of things will not be permitted to 
remain. ‘The mere march of enterprise precludes the possibility of things 
continuing in the present day in the same state in which they were in the 
olden time of obstruction and exclusion ; and, unless the initiative be taken 
by the brokers, there is every reason to believe that much of the benefit of 
which they are now the exclusive recipients will pass into other hands. 
The broker is the middle man between all the different parties identified 
with the question, and knows, more or less, the general wish and views; 
therefore it is that the public look to the body of brokers for an organi- 
cation of an establishment which will meet the requirements of all parties, 
and at the same secure their own position and advantages. Besides, much 
as all classes identified with the mining interest would benefit by an altered 
state of things, the brokers undoubtedly would proportionately reap the 
greatest fruit; for an unexceptionable organisation would give general con- 
fidence, and many of the public, who now seek other channels of invest- 
ment, would be led to regard mining enterprise with greater favour, if an 
authoritative hody existed, where information would be beyond doubt or 
suspicion. Mining brokers, individually, we know to be as honourable men 
as are in any profession, but they lack that strength before the yublie which 
union gives, and this we cannot help thinking mainly through their own 
fault, ‘The remedy is in their own hands. 








Three reports, on ‘* The Use of the Steam Coals of the Hartley District 
of Northumberland in Marine Boilers, with an Appendix containing 
Letters and Articles relating to the subject, and the Memorial from the 
Coal Trade to the Admiralty,” have been published by Mr. Joun WEAte- 

The substance of these reports has already been given in this Journal, 
and most of the other documents have been noticed in treating of the 
several points of difference between the Admiralty reports on the use of 
coal for the steam navy, and the reports presented to the Steam Collieries 
Association at Newcastle-upon-Tyne. It will, therefore, be unnecessary to 
(lo more than mention that the owners of collieries in the counties of 
Northumberland and Durham have memorialised the Lords Commissioners 
of the Board of Admiralty, to the effect that since they supply large 
quantities of that description of coal which has been, and still is, largely 
employed by the mercantile steam navy of Great Britain and other coun- 
tries, and which has been, until within a recent period, used also by Her 
Mavsesry’s steam navy, and which, in commerce, is known under the 
designation of Hartley steam coal ; and that since, during the late war 
with Russia, objection was taken to the use of this coal by Her Masesty’s 
naval authorities, upon the belief that Welsh coal possessed a superior 
heating power, and upon the smokeless nature of Welsh coal, the memo- 
rialists have deemed it necessary to their interests to use their best en- 
deavours to discover some plan by which the emission of smoke from the 
Hartley coal might be practically prevented, and the gases and other sub- 
stances producing that smoke consumed, while the heating power of the 
coal was augmented, and the objection to its use thus removed. 

The memorialists then go on to state the measures adopted by them to 
attain this object, that the experiments made for the purpose oecupied a 
large portion of two years, and that the prize offered by them was finally

destroying the smoke of multitubular and other boilers heated with Hart- 
ley steam coal they pronounce to be complete for all practical purposes.

Alto- 
gether it was a great muster of notables connceted with the railway in ques- 
tion, and with Brazilian enterprises generally ; the chief portion of the pro- 
prietary being, as we are informed, those who are more or less identified 
with the Brazils. ‘The meeting, however, did not proceed with that unani- 
mity of ideas and feelings which was, no doubt, relied upon, for a factious 
shareholder and a conscientious director combined in throwing rather curi- 
ous light upon the doings of this infantine undertaking. We must, how- 
ever, first incntion that the report was read by the secretary, from which it 
appears that the capital was settled at 1,800,000/., but that Mr. ViGNOLEs, 
after a careful personal survey of the line, had given in his estimate for the 
entire expenditure at 1,400,000/., which had been approved by the Bra- 
zilian Government; and Mr. Watson had contracted, under heavy gua- 
rantees, to construct the line, and carry out all the works, according to the 
estimates of the engineer. 
On the question of approval of the report an animated discussion ensued, 
in consequence of the sum of 30001. being set down as the annual remune- 
ration to be divided amongst the directors, even before a sod has been 
turned, ora single shipment made on account of the railway. The Chair- 
man explained that the amount so proposed was at the recommendation of 
the Brazilian Government, and intended to be so until the opening of the 
first section of the line, when the shareholders could make such amendment 
as they deemed fit; but a proprietor considered that the compensation was 
out of all character, especially for an enterprise so completely in its in- |! :

Only four hands, however, were raised against 
the larger figure, and about sixty for the entire adoption of the report, so 
that 30007. was finally settled as a just and equitable compensation to a 
London board of directors managing a railway in the province of Bahia, in 
the Brazils. If the sharcholders are satisfied with such unusual disburse- 
ments for services, the public at large have nothing to say; but as these 
meetings seldom represent the full body of proprietors, the report is adopted 
before the real majority of those interested as investors are even aware of the 
propositions to be laid before the meeting, and the only remedy is to sell 
their shares, or to submit patiently to the lavish expenditure of their money.

May 6.—Cake copper haying fallen last week to 107Z. 10s. per ton, the 
standard for copper ores somewhat declined, and has now reached what 
may be fairly presumed to be about its lowest point. The price given for ore 
copper last week (i. ¢., as much ore as would make a ton of copper) was 
82/. 14s.; and as cake copper is 107/. 10s. per ton, the difference between 
the buying and the selling price is 24/. 16s. per ton—an amount rather be- 
yond the average difference on the whole of the sales of last year. Even if 
the smelters intend to continue for some time the present rates of Ls. per lb. 
for manutactured, and t07/. 10s. per ton for unmanutactured copper, they 
can hardly have any sufficient excuse for lowering the standard below 
its present point. It cannot be denied that the present standard is a low 
one, when compared with the standards generally of the last three or four 
years ; and that the fall has been considerable during the last three months, 
as the following figures will exhibit :—

They have a good reason for doing so, because the ores 
they bought in February and March, and which are now passing through 
their furnaces, they gave too high a price for to allow them to sell as cop- 
per at 1077. 10s. per ton. Besides which, another circumstance is likely 
to aid in the advance of prices. Money is so very cheap that speculators 
in metals must find it a very favourable time for their operations, and 
107/. 10s. per ton must be a very tempting price for them, as copper can- 
not very long remain at that low rate. Tin has already gone up, and the 
advance is said to have been caused more by the operations of speculators 
than by much improvement of trade. The same is likely to occur with 
other metals, now that prices are low and money abnndant ; and as trade 
is also somewhat improving, we may conclude that metals have reached 
their lowest prices, and that higher prices are not likely to be long deferred. 
There is rather a better feeling in the mining market; shares in tin mines 
may be expected to advance, and in some of the copper mines speculative 
urchases have been made. The dividend mines are rather quiet. Wheal 
set shares, which had been a little advancing, are again flat. There is 
a large lode in the shaft sinking below the 120, and it is not without pro- 
mising indications; but the mines in the Basset district have never yet 
made much ore in depth, it being in this respect very unlike the Gwen- 
nap district—at least, so far as hitherto tried. But even supposing the 
shaft sinking to the 130 and deeper should fail to open up a rich mine in 
depth, there are still points at which it is hoped discoveries will be made 
in shallower levels; and the 120 cross-cut, to intersect Paddon’s and other 
lodes, is looked upon by many persons with sanguine expectations.

THE IRON axyp METAL TRADES or STAFFORDSHIRE. 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT AT WOLVERHAMPTON. } 

Mar 6.—The Iron Trade still continues flat. United States orders are 
still very limited in amount, and the home demand by no means active. 
Firms usually having several months’ orders in hand, are with difficulty 
able to keep the principal part of their works in operation. Prices, how- 
ever, appear to be pretty well maintained. Upwards of 2000 tons of pig- 
iron were sold on Monday at the Highfields Works, of Messrs. Riley, bank- 
rupte. Three of the best qualities fetched 3/. 4s. to 3/7. 5s. per ton, the 
rest ranging from 2/. 16s. to as low as 1/.17s. The last must have 
been very worthless. It must be remembered that buying at a sale 
involves paying cash at once, and entails the cost of conveyance being 

arown upon the purchaser, which necessarily reduces the price given. 

In the Hardware Trades, there is a slight improvement in the tone of 
the letters received by the last Australian mail. The accumulated stocks 
there were getting lower, and some orders were sent. The shipments 
have lately been much Jess, so that if caution continues to be exercised 
this market will shortly be again open for English goods. The demand 
for other foreign markets, as well as for the home market, continues flat. 

The dispute between the stock-lock makers and their employers con- 





tinues, and the former have resolved to resist the reduction which a por- 
tion of the masters had determined to carry out. So far the masters 
appear determined to enforce the reduced rates, and as trade continues 
bad they have some advantage over the men. ' 

The question of a reduction of the wages of nailmakers was considered 
at a meeting of the masters held at Dudley on Tuesday last. This, in 
common with all other trades, has been greatly depressed for some time ; 
but the masters, in the hope that the depression would shortly be alle- 
viated, resolved not to make any reduction in wages. 

On Wednesday last three informations, laid by Mr. L. Brough, the 
Government Inspector, were heard before the Wolverhampton magis- 
trates. Messrs. Sparrow and Son, of the Stow Heath Works, were fined 
50s. for neglecting to provide a steam-guage to the engine, and a like 
sum for not having an adequate break attached to their winding machi- 
nery at the Stow Heath Collieries. The defendants had since repaired the 
deficiency in each instance, in consequence of which the mitigated penalty 
of 50s. in each case was imposed. ‘The third case was of a more important 
character, and had reference to a full of roof in the Green Dragon Colliery, 
near Bilston, previously alluded to in this letter, by which three men and 
a boy were killed. Two inquests were held in respect of these deaths 
before different coroners, verdicts of * Accidental Death ” being returned 
ateach. Mr. Brough, however, having a strong opinion that the roof had 
not been sufticiently timbered, laid information against the chartermasters, 
or butties—the special rules not enabling him to render the owners respon- 
sible—for not properly securing the roof. In addition to Mr. Brough’s 
evidence, a mimer named Brarmagan, who was working in the pit, deposed 
that on the very morning when the accident occurred he had repre- 
sented the roof of the stall, where the fall took place, as being insuttici- 
ently propped, and had refused to work under it. Additional timber was 
taken into the pit, but was not used. Only a single prop was placed under 
the coal. The magistrates convicted the defendents, regretting that they 
had no power to impose a higher penalty than 40s. for an omission which 
involved such serious consequences. 

Several charges under the Truck Act were heard on the same day, in 
nearly all of which the parties were convicted. Four of these had pre- 
viously been laid, with many others, by an informer, but, as stated in the 
Mining Journal, withdrawn by mutual consent. The complainant on 
Wednesday, however, although he acknowledged to having received up- 
wards of 67., and was said by the other side to have had more than 7/., 
as his share of the ** consideration” for which the information had been 
withdrawn, was dissatisfied with this amount, and again brought forward 
the case into Court, having procured the assistance of a fresh legal ad- 
viser. The case involved rather peculiar features. The complainant 
had received on account of his wages a cheque on the Dudley Bank for 
1/., which it was deposed, and not denied, would have been paid in cash 
had it been presented at that bank. It was taken to the * tommy shop,” 
and goods amounting to 15s., and cash to the amount of 5s., given for it. 
The Truck Act makes a payment by cheques legal when the cheque is 
freely received by the workman ; and it was stated that in this case no 
objection was made, but on the question being put by the magistrate to 
the wife of the complainant, who had received his wages, she said she 
would have preferred cash if she could have obtained it, and on this 
statement the defendant was convicted ; but as the matter had been pre- 
viously arranged, only the mitigated penalty of 50s. was imposed, and the 
other cases were withdrawn, at the suggestion of the magistrates, on pay- 
ment of the costs and the advocate’s tees. 

The inhabitants of the Staffordshire potteries have memorialised her 
Majesty on a subject of great importance to them. Various beds of iron- 
stone are found under a considerable part of these towns ; the mineral 
property belongs to the Crown, and is leased principally to Earl Granville ; 
and the result of its extraction is in many cases most detrimental to the 
buildings on the surface. Whole streets are cracked and rent from this 
cause, and it cannot be wondered at that anxiety should be felt at the 
continuance of operations which involve such ruinous results.

REPORT rrom YORKSHIRE, DERBYSHIRE, anp LANCASHIRE, 
[PROM OCR CORRESPONDENT IN CHESTERFIELD. } 

May 6.—There is nothing of material or even of minor importance to 
notice this week with regard to the position or prospects of the iron trade. 
There is a general quietness throughout the trade in all departments, ex- 
cept that for rail ironwork. 

The Coal Trade is dull, and no prospect of immediate improvement. 
On Monday there was a large meeting of the colliers of Lancashire to pro- 


mote their social and political condition, and to found a public hall, with a library and 
realing-room, in order to counteract the influence of the public-houses in the district. 

On Tuesday several men employed at the Wombwell Main Colliery, near Barnsley, 
were severely injured by an explosion of fire-damp. 

The Eyam Mixine Compayy eleventh annual meeting was held on Monday at the 
Slack Rock ,Castie-street (Mr. Pitt in the chair), at which there was a numerous attendance 
of shareholders. The Chairman read the following report of the committee of manage- 
ment :—* On reference to the report adopted at the last annual meeting, it will be found 
the ore and pig-iron sold this year has exceeded the previous one to the amount of 
25411. 17s. 4d., and the dividencds paid during the same period have heen 9000/., against 
56. the previous year, showing the increase on the dividends paid to be 35001. The 
committee wish to state that the main object for which the mines were originally pur- 
chased by this company—the completion of bottom level or Morwood Sough is now, pro- 
sressing satisfactorily. It should be borne in mind, this level was commenced some 
eighty years ago, for the purpose of unwatering the various mines situate upon the great 
veins on Eyam Edge, and which are reported to be left very rich in ore. During the 
past year this work has been much impeded by a sudden influx of water; this has heen 
partly overcome, and the level driving resumed, and now going on rapidly. An old 
shaft has been opened in the land of Mr. P. Wright ; this gives increased facilities to work - 
ing in the level above-mentioned, by allowing a free circulation of air, as well as a means 
of escape for the men in case of any rush of water which might suddenly come upon 
them. The opening of this shaft also enables the men to get the ore which lies above 
the level, which otherwise could not have been done for want of air. Your committee 
beg to state they have, at considerable expense, opened and made good the old Mag 
Clough level and shafts thereon, with a view to ascertain the nature and value of the 
ore works in the extreme end castward of their possessions, and from reports and 
opinions they have obtained are satisfied this is an important trial for ore; and they 
strongly recommend that the ground in that locality should be thoroughly examined, 
believing as they do that, if properly carried out, it will open into some very rich ore 
ground, which will prove highly remunerative to the company. Since the balance-sheet 
has heen made out, the committee have made a sale of ore, which will produce the 
sum of 1050/.; this sum, added to the balance in bank, 506/. 65. 10d., will leave a sum 
of 15561. 68. 10d. in favour of the company. Your committee cannot close this report 
without congratulating their copartners on the very valuable and extensive possessions 
they hold, and they firmly believe that if worked with spirit and proper judgment the 
Eyam Mines will in future prove more beneficial to the shareholders than they hitherto 
have been. Your committee beg to say that the time for which they were elected has 
expired; at the same time, to state they are eligible for re-election.” 

The Chairman also read the report of the manager of the mine, which stated that 
during the year 1074 tons of ore had been raised. (Hear, hear.) The proceedings had 
not been so favourable this as last year, but he asked the shareholders not to be alarmed, 
for there was abundance of good ore yet to be had. On moving the afloption of these re- 
ports, the Chairman observed that there might be some little fault-finding on the part 
of some shareholders, that the mine had not been quite so prosperous in the last few 
months as it was prior to thet time; but if they looked at the financial statement they 
would find that the dividends of the past year had exceeded those of the previous year 
by above 3600/.

REPORT FROM MONMOUTHSHIRE AND SOUTH WALEs 
[FROM OUR CORRESPONDENT IN SOUTH WALES.] 

May 6.—Since we last wrote business has continued to be considerably 
depressed, and the mining world has been almost barren of events. Tho 
docks at Newport show a trifle more animation this week, but the baq 
season we have been experiencing is illustrated by the fact that at the 
half-yearly meeting of the Dock Company, held on Thursday, no diyj. 
dend was declared. Shippers hardly care to take freights of coal! or iron 
at present, so uncertain is the demand. The diminution in the amount of business done 
in the district is shown by the Board of Trade returns for March, and our own district 
shares largely in the inactivity which prevails throughout the country. It would he 
indulging, we fear, in a vain hope were we to look forward to any great change for th. 
better at present, since orders are still coming in slowly and irregularly. The losses 
thus sustained are necessarily large, and only the ironmasters themselves know the fay 
extent of the difficulties which have so long and do now surround them. 

On Saturday, the 8th, the Kidwelly Tin-plate Works will be offered for sale at ty 
Mackworth Arms, Swansea. The property is situated in Carmarthenshire, on the hanks 
of the river Gwendraith, and consists of two tin mills, with puddling and balling fur. 
naces, bar rolls, &e. The mills are worked by two large water-wheels, and are sid 
to be able to turn out from 350 to 400 boxes of tin-plates per week. There is also a 
engine to the machinery, and property attached. The state of trade renders the sale of 
the works very doubtful. The Miskin estate, situated in the parishes of Liautressent, 
&e., Gi hire, is ed tobe put upat auction in June. The property consists 
altogether of 1177 acres 2 roods, « good deal of which is mineral property. The Varteg 
and Golynos Works were put up last Thursday, but no bidding was made, 

It is stated that a new iron-work is to be fitted up at Cwmbran, Monmouthshire, by 
Messrs. Hill and Bolt, of Abergavenny jand that Mr. Gibbs, of Bristol, has purchased the 
chemical works formerly owned by Mr. Jones. 

In the Aberdare Valley trade continues depressed, and the demand for coal is languid 
and feeble, This is attributed to the evil influences of the prolonged strike, which in- 
duced shippers to go to the north of England for supplies when they failed in Wales 
A reduction in wages is considered not improbable, although no positive announcement 
on the point has yet been made public. In other parts of Glamorganshire business isa 
little more brisk. At the Maesteg and Liynvi Vale Works an improvement is reported, 
although it is not at present such as to enable the proprietors to increase wages. 

The colliery explosion at Machen, which was briefly reported in last week's Journal, 
was an instance of a very singular escape from a dreadful danger. When the report of 
the explosion was heard, the men in other parts of the workings hastened to the spot, 
expecting to find everyone killed, and six bedies dreadfully burnt and blackened were, 
indeed, lying on the ground. The groans were distressing to listen to; but after a time 
it was discovered that the sufferers were all alive, and four of them are likely to r.- 
cover. They all received frightful injuries, and the sufferings of one poor fellow were 
so agonising that he implored his attendants to put him to death. Had the rules of the 
colliery heen properly attended to this shocking event would not have taken place, the 
cause of it being, as stated last week, a man descending into the pit with a naked cani(lle. 
Singular to state, this individual escaped unhurt. 

Another painful accident happened since at Tredegar. Two men were employed in 
cleaning out the flue conveying waste heat from the cupola to the hot blast, when, it is 
supposed by the gas remaining in the channel, they were both suffocated, The ver- 
pation is not perhaps a very safe one, but the men’s own carelessness caused their deaths 
in this instance. 

A strike has taken place in the Rhymney Valley in a new colliery, belonging to Mr 
T. Joseph, called Craig Rhymni. It appears that the men have hitherto been working 
at day wages, and Mr. Joseph proposed last Saturday to pay for the future at the rate of 
ls. 6d. a ton for cutting coal. This offer the men rejected, on the ground that it was 
not a fuir remuneration, but they offered to work for 1s. 10d. a ton. Mr. Joseph woult 
not assent to this proposal, and the men—about 40 or 50—turned out, and have gon to 
seek employment elsewhere. 

The plans of Mr. 8. B. Rogers for improvements in the working of blast furnaces 
are just now causing some interest to be excited in the district, and many trowmasters 
express ahigh opinion of them for practical purposes. The cost of altering the existing 
works to admit of Mr. Rogers’ suggestions being carried out would be rather heavy, ant 
no proprietor seems disposed to incur the expense at present.

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INDUSTRIAL PROGRESS ON THE CONTINENT. 
[FROM OUR PARIS CORRESPONDENT. } 

May 6.—The slight improvement which has just taken place in the 
money market here may, perhaps, ultimately lead to the amelioration of 
the iron trade; but, for the present, there is a tendency—and even some- 
thing more—to a fall. The cost of carriage is now charged to buyers, to 
afford a pretext for the reduction of cost, without apparently reducing the 
prices. The quotations for the month of May are—charcoal rolls, Ist class, 
at St Dizier and Donjeux, 300 frs. the ton; ditto, at Paris, 320 frs, The 
previous prices were 340 frs. and 330 frs. respectively, which masters now 
state were purely nominal, so that there is no actual fall in prices.

TRON AND Steet Manuracrure.—Mr. Gustav. Bruninghaus, Dortmund, 
Prussia, in his specification, says :—In the manufacture of iron, chemical re-agents have 
been sometimes used, with more or less success, in the puddling process, and they re- 
cently have found application in the refining process ; their use for the manufacture of 
malleable steel and iron is the object of the present process. Pig (crude) iron, running 
our from the blast furnace, or from a remelting common cupola or reverbaratory furnace, 
is introduced in sufficient large mass into a basin or basins established near the blast or 
other furnaces, All crude fluid iron running from the blast furnace must be considered 
as « combination of iron, carbon, and other earthy and deleterious matter, and it is iim- 
possible to manufacture it into maltieable products without removing such extraneous 
alloy, which, until the present time, has only been performed by systems of manufactur- 
ing which are very expensive, beside material faults and imperfections in point of quality 
being connected therewith. It is, therefore, a discovery of the greatest importance to 
make malleable products directly out of crude fluid iron, simply by the introduction of 
chemical re-agents (as alum, sulphate of iron, manganese, &c.), which, by their decom- 
position and combination with the deleterious matter or alloy, remove such deleterious 
matter, as well as a large quantity of carbon—as much as may be required. These 
re-agents, by being decomposed in close contact with the fluid metal, supply a con- 
venient quantity of oxygen, &c. As soon as such union of the molecules of metals 
and re-agents is established, one part of the oxygen, as well as the hydrogen of the 
re-actives, enters into a combination with the carbon, the sulphur, and the phos- 
phorus of the metal. These combinations—such as hydrogen, sulphur, carbonated hy- 
drogen, phosphorated hydrogen, carbonic gas, carbonic acid, acid of sulphur, acid ot 
phosphorus, &c.—not being able to re-enter in combination with the metal, necessarily 
evaporates by volatilisation, or enter into composition with the seorie furmed by the 
oxides of the silicon, the aluminium, the calcium, &c., resulting from the union of 
the silicon, the aluminium, the calcium, &c., with the other part of the oxygen of 
the re-agent. These different chemical transactions produce an immense quantity of 
heat, which is allowed to rise not only to the degree of molten steel, but to attain and 
surpass even the degree of fluid malleable iron, although, no doubt, a great loss of heat 
will be caused by the introduction of the re-agents into the fluid mass, as well as by the 
radiation of heat; at the same time, it is in the power of the manipulator to continue 
the operation of this process to a high degree of carbonisation of the iron, fit for malleable 
products, whilst the quantity of the re-active necessary fur the process will depend on 
the quality and quantity of the crude fluid iron, on the inyredients of the re-actives em- 
ployed, and on the temper required for the malleable product, whether it be nearer 
to the nature of steel or malleable iron. Should the crude iron not contain a sufficient 
quantity of base oxides—such as calcium, &c.—for the furmation of scoria, such oxides 
may be introduced, in order to avoid considerable loss of iron, ‘The actions of the process 
having ceased, the iron, still in a fluid state, is run into moulds. With regard to the 
manner of introducing the re-actives into the molten mass, it is very desirable to bring 
them into as close contact as possible with the molecules of the crude fluid iron. Move- 
able pipes (tuyeres), for Instance, may be successfully used, by means of which it is possi- 
ble, by any mechanical power, to introduce the re-actives at any moment into every pari 
of the liquid mass ; also, the re-actives, wholly or partially, may be put on the bottom 
of the basins, and the metal treated in one basin may be poured out into another one for 
its final treatment, &c, ‘The patentee does not confine himself to the precise details re- 
ferred to, so long as the tron ore (crude iron) is treated for the production of iron and steei 
in manner substantially as herein explained. 


Cuarn Cas_e.—Messrs. Bayliss and Co., Wolverhampton, has patented 
some improvements which consist in making the studs that are usually placed across o1 
between the links hollow. The studs are made from oval tube cut into proper lengths, 
and are fixed in their place by hammering while hot. 


Rock Drittinc Macutxey.—A novel mode of operating the drill longi- 
tudinally, er giving it a reciprocating motion, of rotating it intermittently, and ofarang- 
ing the frame which contains the working parts, and by which the said parts are adjusted 
to work at different angles, has been patented for a correspondent by Mr. Newton, The 
rocking frame which carries the operating parts is mounted on a central screw pin pro- 
jecting from the main framing, and is held in position by a binding nut and by a clamp, 
which latter passes through the inner frame, and catches on to a flange piece concentric 
with the screw pin, and fixed to the mainframing. Thedrill is free to slide up and down 
in guides carried by the rock frame, and passes through the centre of a suspended box, 
and through a ratchet wheel which is supported by guide plates, and fitted to rotate with 
the drill. The box is suspended from a strap attached to a rocking frame, which is ope- 
rated by a set of rotating wipers, actuated by a crank or winch handle. As the box is 
raised it is drawn out of a horizontal position, and is thus caused to bite against the drill 
and lift it up; but immediately the litt ceases the drill falls by its own weight upon the 
rock below, being further impelled by the pressure of a coiled spring upon the lifting box. 
To prevent the recoil of the box a supplementary coiled spring is employed, As the box 
descends, an artificial roller which it carriers bears against a pendent arm connected toa 
paw! that operates the ratchet wheel before mentioned, and thrusts it back against the 
pressure of a spring in its rear. This movement causes the pawl to pull down the ratchet 
wheel, and imparts an axial motion to the drill at every successive descent. The ad- 
vantage of this arrangement is that the machine may be operated with great rapidity with- 
out subjecting the working parts to the unnecessary wear attendant on the rapid working 
of the drilling machines hitherto devised. 
Morive-Power Excine.—Mr. Luedeke, of Birmingham, provisionally 
specified an invention which consists of a new motive-power engine, in which a mixture 
of hydrogen and atmospheric air is exploded, and the partial vacuum thereby produced is 
made to bring into operation the pressure of the atmosphere, so as to obtain therefrom 
motive-power. ‘The engine consists essentially of three parts. In the first of the three 
parts hydrogen is generated, by preference by the action of zine on dilute sulphuric acid ; 
the hydrogen vas is transinitted to the second part of the engine, where it is mixed with 
a suitable quantity of atmospheric air. The mixture is exploded by a small flame fed 
from the generator, the aperture at which the ignition was effected being closed imme- 
diately after the detonation. By the collapse of the gaseous mixture after detonation a 
partial vacuum is produced, which is made to produce an exhaustion in the third com- 
partment, awainst which the atmospheric pressure is made to act, The motion thus pro- 
duced is transmitted by a crank, or otherwise, to a shalt, where it is regulated by a fly- 
wheel, and used as steam or other motive-power. * 
Evectro-TrLtecraruy.—By a certain arrangement of galvanic batteries 
and metallic plates in the ground connected therewith, Mr. 8, Hoga, whose name is 
already well known in connection with electricity, has succeeded in enabling two persons 
to transinit distinct telegrams, and two to receive them, with the use of only one wire, 
at the same time, and without the danger of the telegrams being intermingled. When 
two wires are used, four messages may be sent and received at the same time. Two 
batteries are arranged at each of the two stations, and one continuous wire connected 
with the four batteries, by being at each station in connection with two equal poles— 
viz., at one station with the two positive poles, and at the other with the two negative 
poles. The other two poles of the batteries at each station are counected with two wires, 
each several hundred feet long, which, being drawn out in opposite directions, terminate 
with two large metallic pilates placed in the ground. ‘The two persons at one station, 
receiving the signal that two messages will be sent to them, detach their two batteries 
from all connection with the telegraph, bringing in connection only the wires of the two 
plates and the ground. While the two persons at the transmitting station both make 
contact of their respective batteries, the two persons at the receiving station will both 
have a signal of an action formed by a separate current of each battery. 


ELonGAteD Rirte SHor, with its Screw StirFENER.—A few days 
ago, I tested this shot at Mr. Holland's Shooting Gallery, in Bond-street, by having it 
fired at five 3-in. seasoned deal planks, placed one behind the other, so as to present 15 in. 
of timber, having an iron target behind. Mr. Holland fired the shot from an Enfield ritie 
musket, 24-bore, with a charge of 244 drachms of sporting powder, the distance was 
20 yards, the shot pierced the planks and flattened itself on the iron target behind them. 
Mr. Holland will show specimens of the shot, which have the head of the screw screwed 
home and imbedded in the hollow base of the shot, so as to be flush with it. Ifthe shot 
be cast with wings to suit the grooves of the rifle, there will be no loss of power by windage 
in the first movement of the shot, and there will be no difficulty in loading where gun- 
cotton cartridges are used. The net bag is carried out of the barrel on firing, looking like 
a fine wire net. The inner end of the cartridge may be gun-cotton, and the outer gun- 
powder. The fire from the cap ignites the gun-cotton through the thin paper, but it will 
not ignite gunpowder placed there so readily. The shot instead of being enclosed in the 
net may be separate from it, and attached to its tied up end by means of a thread, as re- 
presented by specimens deposited in the model-room of the United Service Institution, 
and South Kensington Museum, [t was with a percussion rifle shell, cast with wings or 
projections to suit the grooves, such as I used in the autumn of 1823, at Woolwich, that 
the celebrated rifle shot, Mr. J. C. Hannington, of Tyrone, blew up a cask of powder placed 
on a post in Lough Neagh, at the distance of 1200 yards, from a two-groove rifle of 16-bore.

Se.r-Actina CourLinc.—A vast amount of time would be saved, and 
there would be less danger, were self-acting couplings used; and the knowledge of this 
fact has led Messrs. Kelshaw and Wilkinson, of Elland, Yorkshire, to contrive and patent 
an apparatus for coupling and connecting the several carriages and engine of a railway 
train, which consists in the combination and arrangement of such apparatus so that 
when one carriage is forced against another it will thereby become coupled thereto. 
They arrange the draw-bar at one end of the carriage so as to be capable of vibrating 
upon a pivot, and counter balance it with weights or springs to Keep the coupling end in 
a central position when disconnected. To the other end of the carriage they apply a 
funnel-shaped socket, Which will guide and receive the end of the draw-bar of the next 
carriage. A cotter passes through this socket and the other draw-bar end. The pin is 
withdrawn by a shaft which extends beyond the carriage. The pin is held out by a 
spring which the draw-bar end displaces when the two carriages are pushed together. 

Furnaces.—Mr. W. Power provides one or more air grooves in the ver- 
tical sides of the furnace abutting on the fire-bridge, which grooves coivey the air upwards 
from the ash-pit to the interior of the furnace, and effectually prevent smoke. 

Smoker Prevention.—Mr. W. Lawson, of Manchester, has patented 
the application of a dise valve to the doors of furnaces, and the opening and closing such 
valve by clockwork. A chain passing round the spring barrel of the clockwork is so 
connected to the valve that when the door is opened for the supply of fuel the vaive is 
opened, and the clockwork wound up; the door is then perfectly closed, and the valve
